“It is apparent to me,” Mat- 
thews said, “that the city is in 
definite need of this enabling 
legislation since the city adminis- 
trations both Republican and Dem- 
ocratic in the last eight years have 
all asked for this legislation.” 


Matthews a Republican. 

Matthews, a Republican, is chief 
administrative officer of St. Louis 
county. The present city admin- 
istration, headed by Tucker, is 
Democratic. . 

The crippling amendment to the 
earnings tax bill, which Tucker 
said made the measure unconsti- 
tutional, was introduced by a St. 
Louis county Republican Senator, 
Hartwell G. Train. That amend- 
ment would exempt non-residents 
— paying the St. Louis earnings

The ex-President, just returned 
from a six-week rest in Hawaii, 
sternly warned against taking cur- 
rent Soviet peace gestures on 
their face value. He said they ap- 
pear to be motivated by a struggle 
for power inside the Kremlin and 
the hope of recouping their re- 
versal in Korea. 

Truman laid down a formula of 
“positive performance” for the 
Kremlin leaders if they are sin- 
cere about wanting a “business- 
like” peace with the free world. 
This ranged all the way from 
peace in Korea te unification of 
Germany. 

Observations on World Issues. 

From his unique position as a 
former President, just a few short 
months in retirement, Truman 
took a long look at a troubled 
world and a new Republican ad- 
ministration, and came up with 
these observations: 

Peace: “We could have peace 
tomorrow if Russia would keep 
the agreements they made at 
Potsdam, and hold the Chinese 
Reds in check.” - : 

Defense cuts: “It’s playing with 
United States security, and we 
may be in real trouble.” 

Atomic bomb: “I still don’t be- 
lieve Russia has the atomic bomb. 
There haven't been any more 
atomic explosions in Russia, have 
there? Our possession of the 
atomic weapons has kept Russia 
out of western Europe, and I be- 
lieve it (United States atomic 
power) was and still is the great- 
est single deterrent against a 
third world war.

Rights for Prisoners. 


“People that have become our 
prisoners cannot by any manner 
or means be denied the rights on 
which this country was founded 
and which indeed has been re- 
sponsible for the’ presence of 
most of the people—or at least a 
great’ number of the people—in 
the United States today,” he said. 

“Consequently to force those 
people to go back to a life of 
terror and persecution is some- 
thing that would violate every 
moral standard by which America 
lives. Therefore it would be un- 
acceptable in the American code 
and it cannot be done.” 

The President pledged his Ad- 
ministration to a struggle for 
“true and total” peace through- 
out the world, based or a policy 
of free trade among nations “to 
create conditions in which free- 
dom can survive end thrive.” 

He emphasized that there was 
“no true division” between foreign 
anc domestic problems, and that 
free world trade “is the secret to 
the success of our industrial and 
agricultural activity.”

ABOMB TESTED 
ON PINE FORESI, 
FORTIFICATIONS 


Dropped From B-50, Ex- 
plodes 2500 Feet in Air 
— Complex Test In- 
cludes 2000 Troops. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., May 8 (AP) 
—In one of the most complex 
atomic tests yet held, a powerful 
A-bomb exploded today over a 
make-believe forest and simulated 
military installations at Nevada 
roving ground. 

4 As a record contingent of 100 
Air Force planes circled high 
overhead, the bomb — dropped 
from a B-50 bomber—burst at 
about 2500 feet above Frenchman 
Flat with a brilliance that out- 
dazzled the daylight at 7:30 a.m. 
(9:30 a.m., St. Louis time.) It 
was the eighth explosion in the 
spring series. 

(The United Press reported the 
bomb was one of the most power- 
ful ever detonated in the United 
States. It was from one and one- 
half to two times as violent as the 
A-bombs that devastated Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki in World War 
Il.) ° 

Two thousand Army troops, 200 
military and industrial observers 
and 15 Congressmen, stationed at 
9800 yards—nearly six miles— 
from the blast, came through un- 
scathed, the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission reported. 

The pine trees were brought to 
the site several weeks ago and 
arranged to simulate forest on the 
dry desert floor. There was no 
immediate account of the effects 
on the forest. 

In addition, 


the detonation 
tested bunkers and simulated 
fortifications, both above and 
underground, constructed for the 
military, and a series of wall seg~ 
mefits and textile samples mount- 
eded for civilian defense experi- 
ments. Twenty-five autos, which 
came through previous tests at 
Yucca Flat, were moved to 
Frenchman to undergo the biast. 

Two Air Force drones, QF-80s, 
each with a monkey and some 
mice aboard, were guided safely 
through the rim of the nuclear 
cloud and landed after the test at 
Indian Springs Air Force Base. 

A similar drone crashed in the 
last test April 25. 

The shock of the explosion 
reached Las Vegas about five 
minutes afterward, but caused 
no damage.

WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
National Mental Health Week 
ends tomorrow, but President 
Eisenhower got around to pro- 
claiming it officially only today.

Dulles said the Communist 
leaders indicated they were pre- 
pared to write an honorable armi- 
Stice after President Eisenhower 
challenged the Communists on 
pril 16 to ease cold war ten- 
sions by agreeing to end the Ko- 
rean fighting. 

‘Bandying: Words.’ 
“Words are still being‘ ex- 
changed,” Dulles said.. “But the 
U.N, Command is not prepared in- 
definitely to continue bandying 
words about matters which have 
already been talked about for 
nearly two years. 

“We earnestly desire and seek 
an honorable peace in Korea. But 
we shall not allow our enemies 
there to use peace talk as a strate- 
gem for gaining military ad- 
vantages in their war of aggres- 
sion.”

NEW. YORK, May 8 (AP)—An 
escaped German prisoner of war, 
hunted by the FBI for seven years 
and now a successful interior dec- 
orator, gave himself up last night 
—because of a picture and a girl. 

Harry Girth, 27 years old, said 
he had lived in constant fear of 
being caught. 

“I didn’t want to go back to 
Germany,” he said. “Their way 
of life is so different. I wanted 
no part of it.” 

Since he escaped from the Fort 
Dix, N.J., P.O.W. camp in 1946, 
Girth had built up an interior 
decorating business at Atlantic 
City, N.J.. was buying a $5900 
shore home, and was engaged to 
an American girl. 

It was his acquaintance with 
the girl, Judy Florentine of At- 
lantic City, and the appearance 
of his pieture in the current issue 
of Collier’s magazine as one of 
five fugitive German P.O.W.s in 
the United States that led to his 
surrender.

The School Board notified the 
Estimate Board that the new rate 
for school purposes would be 
$1.19, an increase of 14 cents 
above the $1.05 levied last year. 
The increase was approved by 
the voters last month. 

The Library Board reported 
that the new rate for library pur- 
poses, as authorized in the No- 
vember election, would be 10 
cents. This is 4 cents more than 
was levied last year. 

The increases indicated that 
the total rate for all purposes in 
real estate and personal property 
would be about $3.07, as com- 
pared with $2.89 last year. 

Other Levies Unchanged. 

All city levies governed by the 
Board of Estimate will remain the 
same and it was believed the state 


levy of 7 cents would also be un- 
changed. 


The board said the municiual 
levies, totaling $1.71 will be the 
same as for last year; $1.35 for 
city and county purposes; 10 
cents for hospitals; two cents for 
health purposes; 2 cents for rec- 
reation; 2 cents for Art Museum; 
2 cents for Zoo, and 18 cents for 
bond retirement. 

The rates were reported 
Budget Director E. G. Schubkegel 
as the board spent the entire day 
and part of last night working 
over details of the proposed 1953- 
54 budget. 

A budget tentatively set last 
week at $47,205,000 was increased 
by $261,000 after hearings with 
department heads, who com- 
plained cuts had been too drastic. 
The new figure is $47,466,000. 

A large amount of the increase 
was granted to the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians which received 
$85,900 additional to meet higher 
costs for care of children in foster 
homes. 

$75,000 More for Infirmary. 


The board also allowed $75,000 
more to make repairs at City In- 
firmary. This will permit accom- 
modation of additional chronic 
patients at the infirmary and will 
alleviate crowded conditions in 
other institutions. 

Much of yesterday’s discussion 
was concerned with the probable 
effect on the city of a bill pending 
in the Legislature to eliminate 
the tax on the earnings of in- 
tangible personal property. The 
board went on record as opposing 
the bill. 

The city received $767,000 from 
this tax last year and the public 
schools’ portion was $454,000. 
Budget Director E. G. Schubkegel 
said loss of this revenue would ° 
further damage the city’s critical 
financial condition. 

The board urged defeat of the 
bill and urged state officials to 
make more concerted efforts to 
collect the taxes due undér the 
existing law. Schubkegel said the 
present law had never achieved 
its purpose of increasing yield 
from intangible personal property 
and that better enforcement was 
needed. 

The tax is collected by the state 
and returned to the communities 
in which it originates. The city 
offered to help pay for additional

Smith quoted from President 
Eisenhower's major foreign policy 
speech last month to make the 
point that the United States 
thinks a Korean armistice should 
mean an end to Red attacks on 
Indochina and Mayala as well as 
to the fighting in Korea. 

Smith said the United States 
has been seeking “an honorable 
armistice” in Korea, and he as- 
serted that the long deadlock 
over disposition of prisoners of 
war is far more than a simple 
technical problem. 

The United Nations Command 
has insisted on voluntary repatria- 
tion of all P.O.W.s with freedom 
for those who do not wish to go 
home.

The stenographie transcript, 
made public yesterday by the Sen- 
ate investigations subcommittee 
McCarthy heads, details the April 
24 and May 5 hearings at which 
the Senator and Wechsler de- 
oe each other behind closed

McCarthy has insisted he ques- 
tioned Wecnsler, not as the editor 
of the New York Post, which has 
criticized him editorially, but as 
an author whose writings are in 
United States Information Serv- 
ice libraries aboard. McCarthy 
says those writings do not show 
Wechsler broke with Communism 
16 years ago. 

Wechsler contends he . has 
shown by many acts and writings 
that he has been a vigorous anti- 
Communist since he quit the 
Young Communist League in 1937 
at the age of 22. Wechsler says 
McCarthy is out to get him as a 
newspaperman who opposes the 
Senator in print. 

“Your purported reformation,” 
McCarthy told Wechsler in the 
hearing transcript, “does not con- 
vince me at all.”

The debate has been going on 
for three mepths. In the somewhat 
airless chamber of the National 
Sectrity Council, the President 
and the key members of hig Cabi- 
net have been wrestling continu- 
ously and prayerfully with the 
same problem of priorities: on 
which Britain foundered.

Evolution of Policy. 


This debate has been the real, 
unseen drama of the Eisenhower 
Administration to date.

To begin the policy story at 
its very beginning, the Soviet 
atgmic explosion resulted in 
March 1950 in a National Secur- 
ity Council policy paper known 
as NSC-68. Previously we had re- 
lied on our atomic monopoly as 
our sole defense. NSC-68 for the 
first time established the princi- 
ple that Soviet military power 
must be in a measure matched by 
American military power. 


President Truman and Secre- 


tary of Defense Johnson signed: 


NSC-68 in March, but continued 
their contrary policy of American 
disarmament until June 1950, 
when the Korean aggression 
taught them the error of their 
ways. The Korean war brought 
NSC-68 into force with a ven- 
geance. 

As early as 1951, however, a 
re-examination of NSC-68 was 
launched in the inner circle, 
largely.on the motion of Secre- 
tary of Defense Lovett. This fur- 
ther study by the National Secu- 
rity Council revealed much that 
was deeply disquieting. 

Growing Threat to U.S. 

Despite the heaviness of our 
own defense burden, the Soviet 
military-industrial effort was still 
on a greater scale than ours. 
Meanwhile, the growing . Soviet 
atomic stock and strategic air 
force were beginning to constitute 
a very serious threat to this coun- 
try. Over-all America, once’ in- 
vulnerable, was becoming very 
vulnerable indeed. Such were the 
findings.

SLIM SWORN IN |

LONDON, May 8 (AP) — An 
official report said today Com- 
munist pilots may gain the upper 
hand in the air war over Korea 
unless United States airmen are 
given better planes. 

The report, made public by the 
Air Ministry, was written by 
Wing Commander John Merifield 
of the Royal Air Force.

Sun Through Two Windows 
fo ‘the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
the last nice spring day, I gave 
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for the state’s welfare program. Here there were 
justifiable increases for the blind, the crippled, 
disabled children and those on direct relief. 
These include our unemployables, those least 
able to help themselves, and Missouri has long 
been shamefully reluctant to help them. Even the 
present appropriations may prove inadequate. 

Most of the money, however, goes to old-age 
pensioners, and for some of these the allotments 
are just pin-money, a windfall rather than a 
necessity. The present Legislature has done no 
more than its predecessors to weed out the un- 
deserving. And it does not help the taxpayer to 
know that $135,000,000 of this expense is met 
by federal government grants, They come out of 
his pocket, too. 

The Senate went along with the briginal House 
appropriation of $96,250,000 for the public 
schools. Here Missouri might well increase its 
expenditures, but not so long as it follows a 
buckshot method of handing out school money. 
Increased appropriations could be justified only 
when based on sound budgetary practice and 
after local school districts assumed their fair 
share of responsibility, Unhappily, scant atten- 
tion was given to the recommendation of the 
Missouri Citizens Commission for the Study of 
Education. Future legislators should look into 
these suggestions for making Missouri's schools 
what they ought to be, and for spreading their 
cost equitably. : 

. « . 

The State Senate gave the University of Mis- 
souri $10,806,000. This is $543,000 more than 
was voted by the House and an even sharper in- 
crease over Gov. Donnelly’s recommendation. 
¥et it falls $800,000 below the sum requested 
by university authorities, and it is not enough 
to bring the Columbia school up to the levels 
of the universities of neighboring states. 

The worst Senate slash, however, was the 
$9,270,000 cut from the House recommendations 
for the State hospitals, Granted that the latter 
figure was a marked increase over recent ap- 
propriations, it was necessary to make up for 
past neglect. These mental hospitals are so short 
of space, doctors and nurses that they are rap- 
idly becoming merely places where unfortunates 
are “put away” instead of being treated for a 
possible return to useful living. This is the 
meanest section of the budget. 

As for the other items, they are either minor 
or political. As usual, the legislators took fairly 
good care of the job-holders. Here a thorough 
survey of the state’s administrative machinery 
would have shown many ®pportunities for econ- 
omies—enough to offset the cost of bringing 
the hospitals up toe date, and perhaps even 
enough for a more widely felt reduction of taxa- 
tion than the dropping of the tax on intangibles. 
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Two Months, and Then? 


St. Louis now has a government permit to 
buiJd an educational television station, plus the 
money with which to build it. The work could 
be done in two months. And what then? 

Then the community would have a good phys- 
ical plant for educational telecasting but no tele- 
casts. And a station is not of much use without 
programs. The difference between a station built 
two months from now and a station operating at 
some indefinite date tomes down to $100,000. 

This sum is required to begin programming. A 
total of $490,000 is needed for three years of 
operation ‘on Channel 9. Naturally the St. Louis 
Educational Commission is looking first for help 
to businessés and corporations which have pros- 
pered in this community, but the endowment 
should not stop there. 

No more is required to put Channel 9 om the 
air and in our homes than 20 cents for every 
television set in this area. A dollar a set would 
put education on the air for three years. For a 
dollar a television viewer could not even buy a 
small TV tube, but for the same sum he can 
help to buy a broader view of our life and times 
and culture on his TV screen. / 

Did St. Louisans ever find a better opportu- 
nity placed within such easy reach? 
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Repair Job on Public Housing 

Funds for a limited public housing program 
have been restored by a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee, The wrecking job done by the 
House, which cut out publie housing funds alto- 
gether, thus may be partly repaired—though an 
effort to reduce the program still further may 
be expected somewhere along the line. 

The arithmetic of the process is fascinating. 
When public housing was wrecked in the House, 
it was claimed that a “saving” of $795,000,000 
would result. Now that the program has been 
restored, nobody claims that it will add $795,- 
000,000 to the budget. The answer is, of course, 
that the claimed “economy” was a falsé one in 
the’ first place, as Senator Taft himself sug- 
gested. 4 

Just about as false are the semantic exercises 
indulged in by some Congressmen over whether 
they were “canceling” or merely “suspending” 
the program, Representative Thomas B, Curtis 
of Webster Groves ig much preoccupied with 
this delicate question, as his comment in today’s 
Letters column indicates:

Also questionable is the lack of any plan 
for the ultimate disposition of prisoners still 
unwilling to be repatriated after four months 
in neutral custody, The Communists still insist 
that this problem come up at the political 
conference which is to consider all Far Eastern 
questions.

Kidding the Veterans 

The Missouri House has tentatively approved 
a veterans’ bonus bill, but that ought to be the 
end of it. The legislators have made a show for 
the more gullible among their constituents, as 
well as for the veterans’ lobby, and now the 
measure can be passed by—which is exactly 
what it deserves. 

The monetary benefit that a bonus seems to 
hold out for veterans is an illusion. Almost as 
fast as a bonus is paid, the state would be forced 
to begin taking the money back in the form of 
increased taxes on beer, whisky, cigarettes, ci- 
gars and income. The bonus bill is. vote bait, 
pure and simple; the veteran who thinks twice 
about it will not be fooled. 
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Hope in DeGaulle’s Defeat 

Gen. Charles DeGaulle, the hero who did not 
wear so well, has taken a long look at the re- 
turns from the French municipal elections of the 
last two Sundays, and has announced the disso- 
lution of his Rally of the French People as.a 
parliamentary party. Its 85 members in the 
Assembly will henceforth act as individuals. 

The reason for DeGaulle’s “bulletin of defeat” 
was his party’s loss of 30 per cent of its munici- 
pal council seats. This, together with the gradual 
decline of representation in the parliament 
where only a short time ago it was the strongest 
single party, was enough for the General to “re- 
nounce all parliamentary and electoral action.” 

This could mean a great deal for the stabiliza- 
tion of French government. Up until now, the 
chief task of premier after premier was that of 
holding together a coalition of assorted parties 
strong enough to offset the big blocs of Gaullist 
votes on the right and Communist votes on the 
left. This was largely a negative job. : 

One of the most disturbing aspects of this 
stop-gap government has been the inability to 
obtain ratification of the European defense 
agreements, especially the inclusion of German 
troops in the proposed European army. AS a 
strident nationalist, DeGaulle strongly opposed 
this international defense program. 

Perhaps the chief beneficiary of the dissolu- 
tion of the RPF may be the old Radical party, 
now supported largely by the upper middle busi- 
ness class and the propertied peasants. It has 
outlived anti-clericalism and the other policies 
for which it was originally named. Of late it has 
been making gains at the expense of the new 
postwar parties. The trouble is that the doughty 
old leader, Edouard Herriot, also bas been un- 
friendly to the mutual defense program. But 
with DeGaulle «crusading outside the political 
field, the Radicals may be more ready for 
compromise.

chief and pranks. Somehow, antics which on the stage might 
seem to a soured adult either childish or precious, seem just 
right in the cartoon metier, And such things as the children 
flying off into the sky in Peter’s wake, the saucy fairy, Tinker 
Bell, the great comic battle between Hook and the crocodile, 
and the pirate bark flying across the face of the moon are 
much better seen than talked about. The songs are just 
sugary and lilting enough to go with it nicely. 

No, Peter doesn’t appeal to the audiénce to applaud to 
show they believe in fairies to save Tinker Bell’s life. And I 
think it just as well. 

The voices are all pretty good. Bobby Driscoll’s as Peter 
ig vigorously impudent and sprightly, typically small boy 
rather than retaining the feminine touch of the traditional 
stage playing of the part. Hans Conreid is the voice for Cap- 
tain Hook and Mr. Darling, and he roars like an enraged lion 
or purrs like a crafty kitten, Kathryn Beaumont’s voice is 
that of Wendy, and Tom Conway is the narrator. 

This is as beguiling a piece of Disneyana as the master 
has concocted. - 


Penrod to Music 


As a sequel to “On Moonlight Bay,” “LIGHT OF THE 
SILVERY MOON,” at the AMBASSADOR is so similar, even 
down to titles, that at first you think you've already seen it. 
It is again based vaguely on Booth Tarkington's Penrod stories, 
has Gordon MacRae and Doris Day croon- 
ing old-time ballads to each other, has Leon 
Ames and Rosemary DeCamp as the parents 
clucking over Doris, Billy Gray as the small 
brother continually in hot water; and the 
butt of several situations is still the prissy 
rival suitor for Doris’s hand.

“REMAINS TO BE SEEN,” being unable to see anything in it 
either mysterious or comical. And the film version, at 
LOEW’S STATE, is certainly no improve- 
ment, in spite of strenuous efforts by June 
Allyson, Van Johnson, and Louis Calhern to 
put some life into it. 

The running alleged comedy gag of the 
‘play was the constant effort of a policeman 
to steal some pornographic books from the 
library of a murdered reformer. This has, 
as. would be expected, been eliminated. The other thrill was 
the stripping of the heroine to her undies and binding her to 
a chair. That also has gone under pressure of good taste. So 
little is left, proving the original thinness of the play, that 
M.-G.-M. has been forced to insert a long scene in a restaurant 
in which June Allyson pretends to be sitting at the tables of 
two different escorts and confuses the waiters no end—this 
is a tedious business — and Dorothy Dandridge, the dusky 
beauty, sings a ballad. 

For the rest, Van proves himself a regular cat on the 
drums, if anyone was longing to find that out, and the bit of 
melodramatic denouement is so baldly corny it should have 


been sent right back to “The Cat and the Canary,” where it 
belongs.

On this one day, at least, Moth- 
er is—or should be—the star of 
the show. There will probably 


be flowers from Father and small- 


gifts from the children who have 
been secretly confering about 
their purchases or manufactures. 

There have been special plans 
for Sunday dinner, although 
these cannot be so secret. If 


Father does the marketing for 
once, he is quite likely to choose 
his favorite meat regardless of 
cost. It will probably be roast 
beef or steak, 


The children will take a hand 
in choosing the dessert, and this 
is quite likely to be ice cream or 
cake. The latter must be decorat- 
ed in honor of mother. It can 
be made easily if a mix is used 
as a base. 


It may be a layer cake or it 
may be individual cupcakes. 
These can be attractively ar- 
ranged on a large round plate 
with a roll of ice cream or fruit 
in the center.

Mother’s Day Cupcakes. 

One package white cake mix, 
three-fourths cup shredded coco- 
nut, cut; lemon frosting.

Lemon Butter Frosting. 

One-halt cup butter, one and 
one-half teaspoons grated lemon 
rind, four and one-half cups sift- 
ed confectioners’ sugar, six table- 
spoons lemon juice (about), one- 
eighth teaspoon salt. 

Cream together butter and 
lemon rind. Add part of sugar 
gradually, blending after each ad- 
dition. Then add remaining sugar, 
alternately with lemon juice, until 
the mixture is of right consistency 
to spread.

Such devices 
make it either uncomfortable or impossible for a child to suck 
his thumb. But, as many parents have discovered to their con- 
sternation and sorrow, if you stop thumb sucking before it has 
run its course, the drive which was expressed in the sucking is 
likely to express itself in other even less desirable behaviors. 

Does this mean that we must just sit by and do nothing, : 
you may well ask. : 2 

Not entirely! Some people can, of course. They are calm 
and patient enough, or objective enough, to wait and watch 
until thumb sucking has run its natural course, 

=x * * 

MOST PARENTS, however, assuming that they basically 
dislike having a thumb sucker around the house, want to do 
something about it. 

Here are some of the things that you can do. 

Around 2 years of age, with many children, thumb sucking% 
occurs less during the day than formerly, and when it does 
occur it tends to be brought on by fatigue, hunger, frustra- 
tion or boredom. | 

Thus it is not too difficult for a mother to check up, to 
see in what situations and at what times it occurs. And having 
done that, she can often prevent the sucking before it starts. 
Arrange for an earlier nap to prevent fatigue. Provide a little 
snack to prevent hunger. Give a little more attention and help 
if your child is lonesome or frustrated. 

Substituting another object for the thumb—that is giving 
him a toy to hold so that he cannot suck his thumb—works 
less effectively than many parents hope and expect. LEspe- 
cially if the desire to. suck a thumb is still at its height, 


oo: 

SOMETIMES going to nursery school, oddly enough, will 
cut down thumb sucking. The new interest of nursery school 
has been known to work in this field as well as to cut down 
wakeful nights and to improve poor appetites, as it often does. 

Just keeping a record of when and to what extent the 
thumb sucking occurs has been known to help many mothers, 
even though it does not actually keep the thumb out of the 
mouth, Keeping a record helps you to view the behavior more 
objectively, and allows you to see the progress and improve- 
ment which are usually brought about by time. 

As a rule, the more you try to stop thumb sucking in the 
early stages, that is during the first three years or so, the 
stronger it become and the harder it may be to stop it 
later. If you tackle it before it has run its course, you are 
likely to get into trouble. But by the time the child is 4 or 
5, if you haven’t made too much fuss earlier, the behavior will 
usually drop out by itself or with just a little help from you.

In 
the morning, after breakfast, 
Queen Elizabeth will probably 
ride with) her husband, then come 
back to walk and play with the 
children. Sheltered, sunken gar- 
dens with bright flower beds and 
a fountain, a deer statue; Prince 
Charles once climbed, are fav- 
orite spots. The Queen and the 
Duke of Edinburgh are enthusi- 
astic amateur photographers. 

There is usually a house party 
of relatives or friends during the 
royal family’s stay in Scotland, 
and they choose people they want 
to see, and there are other young 
people with whom the younger 
royalties play. Last year the 
Duke’s sister,Sophie and her chil- 
dren were house guests, The year 
before the Duchess of Kent was 
loaned Birkhall, a smal house 
seven miles away on the royal 
estate.
